A HE A LTHY CITY. 


We notice by the annual report of the 
sexton of Oak Wood cemetery, C. W. 
Lattimer, to the city council, for the cur­ 
rent year ending on the first instant, that 
the death rate for Dixon is lesa than eight 
to the one thousand; thu9 showing by 
practical demonstration that this city is 
one of tho most healthy towns in the 
state. 
Indeed few cities of the globe can 
make a better showing in tho matter of 
health. 
Of the forty-two deaths during 
the post year in this city, only fourteen 
were un der forty, while twenty-seven 
were over that age. 
Nine of those who 
were buried had at death reached the age 
©f sizty years. 
Eight were over seventy 
and four over eighty. 
8 o it will be seen 
that old age may be attributed as the 
cause of the death of a majority of those 
of our citizens who have ditd in the past 
year. 
We may add that thiVyear's death 
rate is no exception by any means. "The 
rate for a number of 3'ears bus been less 
than eight to the thousand. 
We give be­ 
low the causes of t he deaths as reported 
to the sexton: Consumption eleven, can ­ 
cers four, cholera infantum five, spiual 
meningitis four, pneumonia three, heart 
three, scarlet fever three, blood poison 
two and the balance, one each, arc re­ 
port» d as convusions, paralysis, nervous 
prostration, eic. 
Not a death has been 
caused by diphtheria, malarial fever and 
kindred diseases that result from impure 
air, bad water or sour soil.

were held at Mueller’s hall, at the corner of 
North Avenue and Sedgwick street, and 
around the hall thousands of people stood for 
hours waiting patiently to witness the funeral 
procession. 
W ithin the hall stood the coil in 
containing the remains of Mrs. Neebe, com 
pletely surrounded by a bower of beautiful 
flowers and plants. From early in the morn 
ing until 1 o’clock hundreds of people crowded 
into the hall to gaze at the remains. 
The 
funeral services began with the rendition of 
one of Goethe’s songs by a male chorus, and 
then George Schilling made an address, in 
which he spoke of Mrs. Neebe as a wife and 
mother in effective and eloquent terms. The 
Franz Abt quartette sang a hymn, resolu 
tions of condolence were read, and then Paul 
Grottkau delivered a speech in German. 
He said in substance that Mrs. Neebe had 
died of broken heart—a victim of cruel so­ 
ciety-leavin g behind those who are perse­ 
cuted with a brutality that has no parallel in 
history.

Grottau 
continuing 
said 
“ Our hour has not yet coma 
Still my duty 
and my conscience makes it imperative that 
I lift my voice to accuse that society whose 
victim she on the bier before us is. 
I*roro 
this bier a call shall go forth to « the power 
ful and tho rich cautioning thom as to the 
fruitage of their own storm seed.” 
After 
song by the Socialistic male chorus resolu 
tions were adopted to the effect that the 
people here assembled pledge themselves to 
employ all honorable means to restore Oscar 
Neebe to his children a free man; failing in 
this, to hold themselves responsible for the 
proper training of his children. 
A number 
of letters of condolence from labor organiza 
tions were read, and then the services in the 
hall were concluded. 
Tho formation of the funeral cortege occu 
pied considerable time, and it was nearly 
o’clock before the solem march to the grave 
was begun. The cortege was composed of vori 
ous Socialist and trade organizations of Chi 
cago In full regalia and with banners cov 
ered with crape, besides numerous people in 
carriages and on foot.
